A POLICE CHIEF in Oldham 
has warned that the high lev- 
els of Asian race attacks on 
whites are creating “no-go” 


areas in parts of the Lanca- 


shire town. 

Last month Freedom covered 
the vicious attack on Dennis Clay- 
ton who was set upon by a gang 
of racists with machetes, base- 
ball bats and iron bars.

FOR ASYLUM SEEKERS OVER COMPENSATION 


WHILE thousands of childless 
British couples all over the 
country face long waits for 
medical help to conceive, it is 
emerging that recent immi- 
grants and asylum seekers are 
jumping the queue and getting 
expensive fertility treatment 
on the NHS. 


No doubt 
there are many 
cases that 


haven’t been 
publicised, but it 
has already been 
revealed that 
South Essex 
Health Author- 
ity has referred an Albanian cou- 
ple to the Fertility Clinic at top 
London hospital St. Barts, and 
that asylum seekers in Liverpool 
are also receiving IVF treatment 
courtesy of the taxpayer. 

Birmingham Health Authority 
have also confirmed that they 
would consider requests for fer- 
tility treatment from asylum seek- 
ers. 

A spokesman was quoted in the 
Birmingham Evening Mail as de- 
fending this decision by saying:

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Crime Unlimited: Organised 
Gangs Gaining Ground 


Security chiefs have painted 
a frightening picture of how 
organised crime gangs are 
taking hold of Britain. From 
armed robbery and drug traf- 
ficking to fraud and tax eva- 
sion, a new report showed 
the menace was infiltrating 
all levels of British society. 
The revelation came as the Na- 
tional Criminal Intelligence Serv- 
ice lifted the lid for the first time 
on organised crime - and showed 
the threat was seeping out of 
major cities into rural towns. 


CRIME FAMILIES WORTH 
BILLIONS 
It revealed the nation’s biggest 


organised crime families were 


worth billions of pounds a year. 

British criminals are still re- 
sponsible for most of the organ- 
ised crime, but foreign gangs are 
also posing a big threat. John 
Abbott, NCIS director general, 
said: “The grip and influence of 
organised crime is far reaching. 

“The activities of organised 
crime threaten the economic fab- 
ric of this country, its tentacles 
reaching into the deepest and 
most remote crevices of our way 
of life. 

“Its effects can be seen in our 
school playgrounds, on our TV 
screens, from Lands End to John 
O’Groats.”’ 

The Threat from Serious. and 
Organised Crime report also re- 
vealed trafficking in illegal immi- 


grants and Internet fraud were 
particular growth areas for or- 
ganised crime. Mr Abbott added 
the problem had got into all lev- 
els of society. 


FOREIGN GANGS MOVE IN 

He said: “It worms its way into 
our profession - our lawyers, our 
accountants, our bankers are sus- 
ceptible. “It’s creeping its way 
into the new and exciting IT tech- 
nology and is creating miserable 
victims out of its promises of a 
better life.” 

The report also revealed which 
problems were closely associated 
with criminals from ethnic back- 
grounds: Albanian criminals were 
associated mainly with heroin 
trafficking, illegal immigration 
and prostitution. Chinese crime 
groups include members of the 
Triads and were linked to illegal 
immigration and rivalry between 
different Chinese gangs. Colom- 
bian villians are mainly associated 
with cocaine-trafficking. South 
Asian criminals were notable for 
drugs wholesaling, in particular 
heroin. Other crimes include 
counterfeit clothing, mortgage 
fraud and mobile phone cloning. 

A small number of Turkish or- 
ganisations was responsible for 
the top tier of heroin trafficking 
in the UK. There were also ex- 
amples of well-organised West 
Indian criminal groups involved 
in trafficking cocaine into the

The European Union needs 
between 50 and 80 million 
immigrants in the next 50 
years if it is to maintain its 
economic performance and 
social standards, according 


to a study presented by 


French Interior Minister 
Jean Pierre Chevenement at 
an informal meeting of EU 
interior and justice 
ministers last month in 
Marseille. 

Mr. Chevenement’s 
projections, based on figures 
from the United Nations 
Population Department, 
opened a debate over controlled 
immigration policies within the 
EU. : 

Without immigration, the 
population of the EU could fall 
from 370 million at present to 
some 310 million in 2050, 
according to Mr. Cheven- 
ement. 

Some 50 million people 
would have to immigrate to 
keep the population stable, and 
up to 80 million would be 
required to maintain the 
workforce at its current level, 
he added. 

Regardless which figures 
one started with, in the future, 
all EU citizens would have to 


accept living in “multi-ethnic 
societies,” the French minister 
said. Europe, she said, would 
have to take care to court 
qualified immigrants. _ |

The German, 
French and Italian governments 
announced harsher measures to 
combat human smuggling in the 
future, with Germany’s interior 
minister, Otto Schily, advocating 
uniform fines. The French justice

Taken together with a commitment

or a loser, Colin Smith is a 
happy man.

In a council byelection in the North End 
ward of Bexley, south-east London, Mr 
Smith lost — but came second behind the 
Labour candidate and pushed the Tories 
into third place in the process. It was, his 
party newspaper trumpeted, a triumph. 

It was also a triumph for fear, hatred 
and racism. Mr Smith represents the 
British National party, and campaigned 
on a single issue: asylum seekers. 

In election literature and on the ward’s 
4,000-odd doorsteps, Mr Smith played on 
fear and prejudice. North End was a 
“dumping ground” for “undeserving 
scroungers’, he said; asylum seekers were 
housed as a priority while homeless local 
people stayed on waiting lists and illegal 
immigrants “milk the benefit system” 
while “British children are in poverty”. 

The literature did not mention that Bex- 
ley has 390 asylum seekers — fewer than 
all but two of London’s 33 boroughs. Just 
17 families seeking asylum live within the 
ward. None the less, it was a persuasive 
message. The BNP took 26.2% of the vote. 
“British people have sent a message to ; ie

But while he sees political opportunity, Martin Godwin 
Linda Taylor’s experience is very differ- 
ent.

The local Labour MP, Nigel Beard, is 
mindful that nationalist feelings run deep 
in Bexley.

“I walk into pubs and people shout, 
‘when are you going to do something for 
the English?’

helm, the new brand also boasts the 
very mumsy Sharron Edwards as 
deputy leader, as well as a number of 
family-orientated events, including 
the annual “Red, White and Blue” 
festival next month. Spearheaded by 
18-year-old Paul Golding, the youth 
group was launched as part of this 
wider charm offensive. 

The Macpherson report, with its 
recommendations for a revised 
national curriculum, is the biggest 
source of contention for the YBNP. In 
the website's chatroom, a pupil at a 
south-London school complained 
about the report’s suggestions “for 
even more multi-cultural education 
- that’s attempted brainwashing to 
you and me”. Of course she feels sorry 
for Lawrence's family but he was, she 
says, “just one of the many victims of 
the artificial multi-racial society”. 

The website, adorned with illus- 
trations of all-white bleach-blonde 
nationalists, also carries a collection 
of articles, jokes and music (for those 
“fed up with listening to the raw 
African drum-beats” and “anti-white 
slant” of Radio One). After research 
into what youngsters search for on 
the net, the intention is to decorate 
the site with articles on ancient 
myths, legends and UFOs, to draw in 
viewers before using it “to influence 
young minds so that they are more 
open to our patriotic message”. 

The young make-up of the group 
and the fact that the BNP lives in per- 
petual fear of being ambushed by its 
bitter rivals on the far left, means 
that meetings are few and far 
between. Communication is con- 
fined to letters, leaflets and website 
updates. Golding’s idea of being 
assertive involved sending out extra 
copies of Excalibur, asking me to 
“spread them about a bit”. 

However, Neil Barratt, a specialist 
in far-right politics at Manchester 
University, is unconvinced. “The 
youth angle is massively misplaced. 
They are trying to appeal to racist 
sentiments but that’s least strong in 
the youth. And why should this apa- 
thetic, apolitical youth want to join 
the far right?” he questions. 

Likewise, anti-fascist magazine 
Searchlight isn’t breaking into a 
sweat. Says Tony Robson: “We don’t 
know much about the characters 
running it except that organisation- 
ally they are very small. Our main 
worry is that a lot of people will 
access the website and they have gen- 
erally been recruiting from that, but 
as far as we know a lot of them aren't 
staying.” To counter such groups, the 
magazine set up the Searchlight 
Educational Trust in 1992 which has 
school teachers and a NUS-led Cam- 
pus Watch campaign blocking fascist 
activity aimed at children and 
students. 

Of course, none of this will deter 
Paul Golding. Having designed an 
“alternative national curriculum” 
ready to hit the schools by the begin- 
ning of next term, he is now in over- 
drive, preparing for the next general 
election. Despite one internet appeal 
raising over £200, Golding accepts 
that he cannot rely on youngsters 
continuing to relinquish their pocket 
money for the sake of his crusade. In 
future, Paul will be looking to appeal 
to the main body of the party for 
funds. In his last letter to me he 
wrote — with no hint of irony — “our 
members are very sensitive... they 
will give heavily when it comes to the 
young”.

The use of the billions now wasted in foreign aid 
to fund generous ‘Homeward Bound’ schemes to encourage 
immigrants to return to their lands of origin. 

@ British withdrawal from the European Union: trade with Europe 
where it suits us but no political ties, and no monetary union. 

@ The use of the £1 million per hour we at present pay the EU to 
fund the restoration of an effective National Health Service and 
proactive measures to produce a healthier population in the first 
place. 

@ British EUO and control of British industry and resources 
including the mass media. 

@ Protection of British jobs and industry by the selective exclusion 
of foreign manufactured goods from the British market. 

@ The introduction of tax incentives and other policies designed to 
ensure that the City finances British industry rather than foreign 
competitors. 

@ The regeneration of British farming, with the object of achieving 
the maximum self-sufficiency in food; also the restoration of the 
fishing industry by protection of our traditional fishing grounds. 

@ A healthy environment for a healthy people — the protection of 
our countryside; a ban on greenfield-site house building except 

in cases of genuine local need; an end to field trials of genetically 


modified crops. | 

@ A crack-down on crime and tougher treatment of criminals, 
including the return of the death penalty for child killers and 
terrorists. | 

@ A return to traditional methods of education, with stronger 
discipline in the classroom and an end to the ‘trendy’ teaching 
methods which have failed our children so badly. 

@ An alternative defence strategy based on the principle of armed - 
neutrality; no British blood should be shed in conflicts which do 
not involve vital British interests. The restoration of the County 
Regiment system and reversal of the defence cuts which have 
weakened our Armed Forces and cost thousands of jobs. 

@ The crushing of the IRA and other terrorist groups, the termina- 
tion of the Anglo-Irish agreement and the establishment of a 
devolved, non-sectarian parliament in Northern Ireland. 

@A_ return to healthy moral values and policies aimed at 
strengthening the family and community. Tough penalties for 
corruption in public life.
